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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
and the 103 rejection appear to be proper. 

Applicant argue that Hao et al. do not teach or suggest automatic allocation of the elements within hierarchical classes based on a content 
thereof. 

In response, Examiner respectfully submits that Hao teaches automatic allocation of the elements within hierarchical classes based on a 
content as simultaneously mapping and unmapping the hyperbolic space having both primary paths and secondary paths (col. 4, lines 36- 
43) which presents the objects hierarchical structure: MS product, Office Product and MS BackOffice and modification to the hyperbolic 
space is triggered by an indication from the user that he or she is ready to navigate the secondary sub-tree (col. 4, lines 59-65). 

Further, Applicant argue that the combination of Hazelhurst and Hao fails to meet the requirements of the claimed invention, and that the 
claims are not obvious in view thereof. 

In response, Examiner respectfully submits that Hazelhurst teaches accessing information which simultaneously classifies documents, 
users, products, and other objects and automatically indexes large quantities of documents in a database and indices are managed by 
persistent objects known as collators. Hao teaches navigating within large hierarchies such as organizational charts or Internet resources. 
Similarly, Applicant's invention is directed to retrieving information from the Internet or Intranet and organize the set of information in a 
hierarchical structure. Base on the above, it is submitted that combination of Hazelhurst and Hao would have arrived at the claimed 
invention.
